Obama weighs in on 
conflict, might make 
dramatic shift in strategy

Facing the threat of sectarian conflict engulf- 
ing the Middle East, President Obama said 
Thursday he may order direct military action 
in Iraq, a step he has ruled out since the US. 
ended its long war there. 

Anumber of former administration officials 
and private analysts have been urging drone or 
airstrikes on the Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant, an al-Qaida splinter group whose forc- 
es were sweeping toward Baghdad. In an Oval 
Office appearance, Obama said the militants’ 
gains indicate “Iraq’s going to need more help” 
from the United States and other nations. 

Asked if he would consider airstrikes, 
Obama said, “I don’t rule out anything,” add- 
ing that in the continuing US. collaboration 
with the Iraqi government, “there will be 
some short-term immediate things that need 
to be done militarily.” 

Other US. officials have said they do not 
foresee U.S. combat troops returning to Iraq. 

An order of US. drone or airstrikes would 
mark a dramatic shift for the administration, 
which insisted for years that Iraq has been ca- 
pable since the 2011 US. military departure of 
guaranteeing its own security. 

Obama is under pressure to step up US. ac- 
tion in part because other players, such as Iran, 
Turkey and the Persian Gulf states, may decide 
they need to become more active if Washing- 
ton hangs back. The United States wants to 
avoid a deeper Iranian influence in Iraq. 

Iran’s Supreme Leader, Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei, has already signaled a keen inter- 
est in halting the Sunni militants’ advances, 
this week urging Shiite men to take up arms 
to stop it. Iranian President Hassan Rouhani 
cut short a speech in Tehran on Thursday, say- 
ing he had to meet with his National Security 
Council on the events in Iraq. 

“We will not be silent,” Rouhani said, warn- 
ing that Iran will “confront perpetrators of 
violence and brutality in the region.” 

The Obama administration has been increas- 
ing arms aid, intelligence sharing and training to 
the Iraqis, yet the Iraqi security forces remain 
weak and ineffective, and many outside analysts 
say that even a sharp increase of current US. ac- 
tivities would not quickly shift the balance. 

The United States lost 4,486 troops in the 
war, which most Americans say in polls was 
not worth the cost. The last forces withdrew 
at the end of 2011 after the US. and Iraqi gov-

ernments failed to agree on a deal that would 
have authorized a US. force to remain in Iraq 
to help protect it. 

“Absent immediate airstrikes, the country 
could go down the drain in a dramatic fashion,” 
said James Jeffrey, a former U.S. Army officer 
who was Obama’s ambassador to Iraq in his first 
term.

Despite Obama’s words, some analysts cau- 
tioned that the president, in dealing with the 
Syrian civil war, has implied that he was pre- 
paring direct military action and then done 
less than expected. The arming of the moder- 
ate Syrian opposition has been slower and less 
substantial than expected, they said. 

Obama threatened action against Syria 
if it crossed a “red line” of deploying chemi- 
cal weapons, then held back when evidence 


emerged that Syrian President Bashar Assad 
had done just that. 

US. Central Command, which would carry 
out any military operation in Iraq, has been 
looking at options for airstrikes and other 
military moves short of putting in large num- 
bers of ground troops to slow the militants’ 
advance, but the planning “is not very ad- 
vanced,” according to a senior US. military 
officer, who requested anonymity.

Change coming after CTA wreck 


Blue Line derailment prompts federal alert to address ‘urgent safety concerr’

‘The investigation into the (UA train wreck 
in Martel ac the O'Hare seating prompood a 
federal alect Thurselay te all LS. rail transic 
systems to conduct tests ensuring adequate 
stopping distance of trains in emergency- 
braking situations. 

The “urgent safety concern” was issued 
by the Federal Transit Administration as 
the result of the ongoing probe into the col- 
lision and derailment in the early hours of 
March 24 in which a Blue Line train trav- 
eling about 26 mph jumped the tracks and 
smashed into an escalator after the train’s 
operator dozed off, officials said. 

The National Transportation Safety Board 
said an automated braking system did activate 
but that it failed to stop the train before it col- 
lided with bumper posts and other end-of-line 
equipment. About 30 people were injured. 

“Results of analysis from the accident 
scene indicate a discrepancy between the 


original safe braking design for the Chica-

Prepare yourselves 
for the money drop

Attention, local treasure-hunters: You 
have until Sunday to prepare yourselves 
for @hiddencash’s Chicago money drop. 

One of the founders of the California- 
based Twitter phenomenon has said that 
$2,000 in cash will be distributed in en- 
velopes and hidden in a yet-to-be-named 
Chicago park on Sunday. 

“People were just, like ... ‘Oh, this is 
cool, do this in my town,’ ” said Jason 
Buzi, a 43-year-old real estate investor in 
the San Francisco area. “I started reach- 
ing out, you know, where do we have 
friends that can help us? ... Of course we 
wanted to do Chicago.” 

The @hiddencash ‘Twitter account 
tweets hints to its more than 531,000 
followers about where envelopes full of 
money are cached. The experiment start- 
ed in the San Francisco area, then spread 
to Los Angeles. Over the next few days, 
@hiddencash will be hiding money in Las 
Vegas, New York, Houston and Mexico 
City in addition to Chicago—and, after 
that, in three European cities. 

Buzi said he is not affiliated with any 
local hidden cash Twitter copycats, such 
as @hiddencashchl or @hkkdencashchll.

Friday through June 20, will sport free food, 
drinks and tune-ups all over the city. 

Chicago Bike Week celebrates the city’s 
cycling culture and culminates at the Bike to 
Work Rally in which thousands of commut- 
ers unite in Daley Plaza and forgo other forms 
of transportation in favor of cycling to work. 
Events throughout the week include casual 
happy hours, bike repair and even an outdoor 
spin class. 

During the week, the Active Transportation 
Alliance is hosting its Bike Commuter Chal- 
lenge, which encourages commuters to bike 
to work by offering prizes. Offices around 
Chicago can participate by signing up their 
employees to track their rides throughout the 
week online at bikecommuterchallenge.org. 

Last year, nearly 5,000 people participated 
in the challenge, according to Lauren Hugel, 
who is organizing the event.

Of those participants, Hugel noted that 
about 20 percent said they will be biking to 
work for the first time.

Farts, safety and growing up with the star 
and director of ‘Obvious Child’

mong the many great things about 

“Obvious Child” is the fact that it 

should finally stop anyone from 

lazily referring to star Jenny Slate 

as the person who dropped an F-bomb on her 

first episode of her only year on “SNL.” Yeah, 
that happened. Five years ago. 

Since then, Slate has made a sensation of her 
Web and book series, “Marcel the Shell with 
Shoes On,” and been a hilarious contributor to 
“Kroll Show” and “Parks and Recreation.” The 
32-year-old actress says she'd be perfectly fine 
with “Obvious Child,” opening Friday, becom- 
ing her signature role. 

“I would love that! I welcome it,” she says at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel while in town with 
the film’s 35-year-old writer-director Gillian 
Robespierre. “That would be really nice, but 
now when there are pieces in the press or inter- 
est about my career, it is because of our movie, 
so that’s enough for me anyway.” 

In “Obvious Child,” Donna (Slate) struggles 
to maintain such clarity after getting dumped, 
fired and pregnant following a one-night stand 
with Max (Jake Lacy of “The Office”). She’s not 
unsure about the baby—she knows she wants 
an abortion. But the film, the best of 17 I saw 
at Sundance 2014, finds honesty and a lot of 


laughs as Donna, a standup comedian, figures 
out what to say to Max, her parents and anyone 
else about this unexpected situation. 


Jenny, with “Obvious Child” | think you might 
be the first actor in movie history to imper- 
sonate her character’s brain and butthole in 
the same film. How special is it to have that 
honor? 

Js: [Laughs.} Wow, that is such a good way 
to put it! Yeah, that’s a task perfectly suited 
to me. But Gillian did write this movie for 
me, so, yeah. She asked me to bring it, and I 
brought it. 

GR: “Here, [be} Donna’s butthole.” 


Well, you found a way to make fart humor 
funny again. | read someone was trying to 
call it “guy humor.” It’s appalling to me that 
something that everyone does could be seen 
as specific to one gender. 

GR: And if you don’t do it, you'll die. 


Is that true? 

GR: Sometimes it feels like that to me! 
{Laughs.} I think you'll die if you don’t fart.JS: 
I don’t know that that’s medically a fact.

Do you think there’s any humor that is 
more gender-specific? 

Js: I don’t know. I guess there are subjects 
that people would relate to more.

GR: And have access to go do it ina safe 


. way. Whether it’s a breast exam or a pap 


smear or an abortion, it’s really no one’s 
business, except to make sure it’s done 
safely. 


Well said. How would you each compare 
your own stress level at 27 to Donna’s 

at 27? 

GR: Whoa. 

JS: Mine was higher. She is stressed for 
sure, but I had anxiety at that age. That’s 
a tough time, the late 20s. You’re misin- 
formed. Nobody has told you that your 
20s are actually just a secret adolescence 
Part 2. You get to 27, and a lot of people, 
especially if you’re in a creative field, 
youre just like, “I think I’m actually just 
learning who I am. And I have so much 
more to go. And now I’m tired also. And 
anxious.” 

GR: “I have to pay rent.” 

JS: “And {I’m} hungry! And desperate. I 
want to get going. How do I get going?” 
Donna, you don’t actually see her being, 
“How do I start my career?” She’s actu- 
ally kind of relaxed, on my standards. But 
I’m acontrol freak. 

GR: Yeah, I’m glad to not be in my 20s 
anymore. And I think Donna’s going to be 
a wonderful talent when she’s in her 30s. 
That’s when she’s going to hit her stride.

Star-making and splendid 


Seriously: Jenny Slate 
L = i has arrived. In the 
wonderful “Obvious 
— Child,” she’s funny, 
vulnerable, endear- 
ing and specific—an 
odd character who 
feels real because the 
person playing her 
makes her real. It’s 
like Kristen Wiig in 
_ “Bridesmaids,” and 
“Child” feels like that 
kind of breakout part 
~ for Slate (“Parks and 
Recreation,” “Kroll Show’). I hope. 

She plays Donna Stern, a stand-up come- 
dian whose act consists only of venting about 
her life. On and off stage, she’s proudly vulgar, 
with unintended vaginal functions and bowel 
movements serving as her way of relating her 
concerns to the world. After she’s dumped 
and fired in quick succession—the unisex 
bathroom-set breakup scene achieves special, 
heart-slicing insincerity as the dumper con- 
stantly checks his phone while confessing to 
cheating— Donna eventually has a drunken 
night with Max (Jake Lacy of “The Office”). 
That results in an accidental bodily function 
she hasn’t yet covered in her act: pregnancy. 

Expanding her 2009 short film of the same 
name, writer/director Gillian Robespierre 
avoids nearly every cliche and pitfall that 
could derail a movie like this. She makes 
Donna and her plan to get an abortion messy

but blunt. With each line (Donna tells the 
audience, “I feel like when someone does 
something bad they should just die”) the film- 
maker cuts to the gut of pain or loneliness 

or uncertainty or all of the above. That the 
film, my favorite of the 17 I saw at Sundance, 
is often cackle-inducing funny is no small 
achievement for something so honest. 

A few moments stretch credibility, but the 
rapport between every character, especially 
Donna and Max, more than compensates. At 
a restaurant they share one of the sweetest 
moments I’ve seen on screen in a while, and 
no way I’m going to ruin it. Throughout, 
Lacy shows how a character can be nice 
without being bland. But “Obvious Child,” 
one of the best romantic comedies in a while, 
is often great because of Slate. The range of 
recognition, shame and regret on her face 
while crying about the cost of an abortion is 
something many actors who have headlined 
many more movies can’t pull off. Especially 
when playing a character who, at various mo- 
ments, impersonates her imagined voice of 
both her brain and her butthole. 

That may sound gross, but it’s not. With 
far more natural charm than “Juno” or 
“Knocked Up,” “Obvious Child” is uninhib- 
ited and lovable. Which is probably why I 
want to hug this movie.

It seemed like a cynical cash grab when it was an- 
nounced, but it has turned out to be one of 2014's 
best films. Writer-directors Phil Lord and Chris 
Miller make the most of the idea of building with

It ruins nothing to 
say that “22 Jump 
Street” ends with in- 
creasingly ridiculous 
ideas for the next 
movie. And the next 
movie. And the next 
10 movies after that. 
If you’re that person who leaps up at the end 
to go to the bathroom/get the car/tweet a 
review with five exclamation points, you're 
going to want to wait on that. Had “22 Jump 
Street” been nothing but 100 of these fake 
movie concepts, I might not complain. 
Instead, the sequel to the funny 2012 hit, 
revived from the late-’80s series starring 
Johnny Depp, continually references the 
absurdity of its own existence. “Do the same 
thing as last time,” demands Deputy Chief 
Hardy (Nick Offerman). “Everyone’s happy.” 
Other self-referential lines include Schmidt 
(Jonah Hill) saying his boss’ (Ice Cube) new 
office looks like a giant cube of ice and Jenko 
(Channing Tatum) suggesting he and his 
partner enter the Secret Service and protect 
the White House (a la Tatum’s entertaining, 
outrageous “White House Down’). 
Once again, the officers attempt to expose 
a complex drug operation, this time in col- 
lege instead of high school—which doesn’t 
stop many people from noting that they’re 
blatantly too old to pass for freshmen.

Regardless, Jenko becomes BFFs with the 
star quarterback/frat president (Wyatt Rus- 
sell) and Schmidt sparks a relationship with 
Maya (Amber Stevens), a missed opportuni- 
ty for Jenko to have a girlfriend and Schmidt 
to embrace his outsiderness. 

In one of many unfortunately timed gags, 
Maya continually calls Schmidt “Maya An- 
gelou.” A teacher also does an impression of 
Tracy Morgan, and Jenko chastises someone 
for using the six-letter F-word that Hill 
recently apologized for using. Hello, irony. 
“22 Jump Street” dedicates time to toler- 
ance and more time to an endless stream of 
jokes suggesting a homoerotic bond between 
Jenko and Schmidt as well as Jenko and Zook 
(Russell). That can be amusing in very small 
doses, but directors Phil Lord and Chris- 
topher Miller (the awesome “Lego Movie”) 
deliver a heaping pile. 

The first movie’s emotion isn’t duplicated, 
yet the entertaining buzz is back. So even 
when “22 Jump Street” returns to bits like the 
guys taking drugs or being forced to perform, 
Hill and Tatum remain a hilarious, unusually 
winning combination. They’re two different 
flavors of nonsense, worth ordering twice.

Jesse Eisenberg in ‘Night Moves’ 


Talent up the river 


Kelly Reichardt mak- 
ing a thriller is like 
Quentin Tarantino 
making a silent film. 
To do so, the film- 
makers seemingly 
would have to adjust 
so much of what 
makes them work. In Reichardt’s case, the 
woman behind the wonderful “Wendy and 
Lucy” and 2010's strong “Meek’s Cutoff” may 
need to abandon her patience and tendency to 
give priority to absorbing environments. 

Or maybe she wouldn't have to change; she 
just should have. “Night Moves” transposes 
director/co-writer Reichardt’s traditionally 
languid pacing onto a story that needs a lot 
more character development and a simple 
kick in the pants. Josh Jesse Eisenberg) and 
Dena (Dakota Fanning), who lack definition 
as individuals and as a pair, team up with 
Josh’s former-Marine, ex-cop brother Harmon 
(Peter Sarsgaard) to blow up a rural Oregon 
dam. If you’re looking for details about why 
or how this particular mission was chosen and 
planned, you’ve come to the wrong place. The 
film makes brief reference to an environmen- 
tal agenda and Josh’s frustration with a society 
willing to kill salmon in order to charge an

iPod. But “Night Moves” hardly qualifies as a 
thorough commentary on environmental de- 
struction and its opponents’ moral dilemma. 

Reichardt zeroes in on a couple of last- 
ing images, particularly Josh pushing a dead, 
pregnant doe off of the road and the charac- 
ters’ boat (called Night Moves, not a reference 
to Bob Seger) gliding slowly through a watery 
graveyard of depleted trees. There’s suspense 
in moments as simple as Dena negotiating 
for explosive fertilizer and Josh missing the 
incriminating mud on his boots. 

Also, zzzz. Last year, the under-seen “The 
East” starred Chicago-area native Brit Marling 
in a story that weighed the extreme reactions 
to immoral behavior against the harm they 
prevent. In “Night Moves,” the measured 
rhythms don’t match the material or lead to 
complex examinations to fill the space be- 
tween the film’s few actual events. Eisenberg 
and Fanning both are miscast; neither gets to 
play any unique cards about guilt and para- 
noia. And the supposedly unexpected result of 
the bombing? It’s pretty expected.

That itchy sensa- 
tion on your chin is 
the bushy wonder 
of Stoick’s (Gerard 
Butler) beard. That

king vessels. In “How to Train Your Dragon 2,” 
the animation simply rules. Elegant and 
detailed, the film soars and whooshes with the 
craft that all animated movies should have. 
The story’s not bad either, a step up from 
the good looking, overly praised 2010 hit. 
Thanks to Hiccup (Jay Baruchel) and his pro- 
dragon agenda, the Vikings in Berk no longer 
fear the mighty creatures, instead existing 
together in harmony and racing them ina 
Quidditch-like game that uses sheep instead 
of balls. Drago Bludvist (Djimon Hounsou), 
however, doesn’t live in Berk and seeks to 
collect all dragons to turn them into soldiers.

and co-directed the first movie, but left 
alone with Cressida Cowell’s book series, 
the filmmaker delivers a sequel that elevates 
the material without telling the same story 
as every other animated movie. Sure, the 
family developments in “HTT Y D2” (which, 
following “The Fault in Our Stars,” makes 
this the second consecutive week with a 
movie featuring a character with a prosthetic 
leg) aren't exactly novel. The dragon power 
structure hinges on elements that weren't 
new when they recently appeared in both 
“Divergent” and “Edge of Tomorrow.”

Only one of those things is true about 
“The Grand Seduction”: It takes place on 
a tiny harbor in Newfoundland (sorry, no 
ScarJo). Hey, the fake description sounds a 
lot juicier than the real one, which appropri- 
ately also involves deception. The 100-some 
citizens of Tickle Head—we now pause 
to giggle at that—are desperate for work. 
Outside of leaving their homes, the only way 
employment will happen is if an oil company 
opens a factory there, and THAT can only 
happen if the town gets a doctor. So after 
Dr. Paul Lewis (Taylor Kitsch) decides to 
spend a month in Tickle Head for reasons 
that seem like a cutesy version of kidnap- 
ping, self-appointed mayor Murray French 
(Brendan Gleeson) rallies the community to 
show Paul why he can’t leave. 

In a smarter, better movie, that would in- 
volve showcasing the best aspects of the tiny 
population—skills, personalities, etc. Since 
“The Grand Seduction” is co-written by Ken 
Scott “Starbuck” and its American remake,

“Delivery Man”), adapting his script for 
2003's “Seducing Dr. Lewis,” the film instead 
finds Murray taking a page from every sitcom 
ever and pretending that everyone in town 
loves the same things as Paul. They just adore 
cricket. The one and only restaurant adds 
Paul’s favorite dish. Rather than confront 


problems with his wife, Murray makes up 
stories to bond with his target. It’s all a load 
of hooey, supposedly defended as a result of 
the ends (economic security) justifying the 
means (relentless dishonesty). 

Mostly, it’s creepy. People listen to Paul’s 
phone calls (I was less uncomfortable with 
the surveillance in “This Means War”), 
and the plan only thrives because Paul is 
remarkably gullible. The movie also greatly 
resembles “Doc Hollywood,” which already 
was unofficially remade as “Cars.” 

Somehow in the midst of all this non- 
sense, “The Grand Seduction” finds a few 
laughs. Gleeson and Kitsch are likable, even 
as Paul is forced to spark an interest in the 
town’s one and only pretty young woman. 
Some will rent this movie and feel fine about 
it. But the attempt at lighthearted sweetness 
in “The Grand Seduction” is just like the 
townspeople’s imitation of cricket: They’re 
playing, but they really don’t know how.

Trick question—they’re all true. The famed 
Hollywood manager is a real-life Bill Brasky, 
and the feast of stories chronicled in “Super- 
mensch: The Legend of Shep Gordon” more 
than validates first-time director Mike Myers’ 
use of “legend” in the title. Ron Burgundy’s 
got nothing on this guy. 


Clearly, the stories in this doc speak for 
themselves. It’s hard to imagine anyone hearing 
some of these anecdotes (and there are many, 
many more) and shrugging. It’s downright 
impressive the way Gordon, who looks a bit 
like Illinois native actor Richard Jenkins, con- 
trolled the trajectory of so many careers while 
remaining such a stand-up, admired guy. The 
movie suggests a real science to art, or at least 
sometimes in the creation of an artist’s myth. 

Myers shows how Gordon seems to regret 
not spending more time building a family of 
his own, but the movie’s pretty shaky when 
it comes to deep analysis of Gordon’s past or 
the suggestion that he was never, ever disliked 
(though Michael Douglas notes Gordon can 
be “a mother[bleep]er”). The notion that 
fame is destructive and has no intrinsic value 
deserves comment from the many successful 
people who have found a better balance than 
drug-addicted musicians of the ’7os. 

“Supermensch” could have been an extraor- 
dinary documentary. Instead, it’s a good one 
packed with great stories.

Pizzeria Serio from 
Lakeview branches out 
to Wicker Park with Craft

Sometimes one is not enough. Though Scott 
Toth’s Lakeview restaurant Pizzeria Serio 

has been turning out good brick-oven-fired, 
Neapolitan-style pies for the past four years, 
he wanted more. He'd been honing his craft, 
working on new dough formulas, different in- 
gredient combinations and even a new sauce. 
“I wanted to kick it up a notch,” Toth said. 
And so when a space opened up in Wicker 
Park, he jumped at the opportunity to open 
up a second pizza parlor, Craft, a refined ap- 
proach to what he’d been doing at Serio. 


The crust: At Craft, Toth allows his dough 

to ferment and rise for 24 hours at room 
temperature, a method that leads to a crust 
with a serious interior chew and a crackling 
exterior. The crust at Craft is its greatest as- 
set, but while the texture of the pies was very 
good, they didn’t quite have the contrasts— 
the soft bubbles and random bits of char and 
caramelization—you might find on a great 
brick oven or Neapolitan-style pizza. Though 
the pizzas I tried weren’t undercooked, they 
were almost a uniform beige color. Maybe a 
couple more minutes in the oven would add a 
little extra blister and a more golden hue? 


The toppings: Craft’s ingredient list includes 
candied bacon and truffle oil as well as 
pecorino romano, grana padano and gorgon- 
zola cheeses. Toth also expects to offer up 
seasonal veggies and herbs including spinach 
and oregano from his home garden. In some 
ways, these kinds of ingredients are the 
reason Craft exists. “Serio is in Lakeview. It’s 
more traditional. There are a lot of families 
and kids. Wicker Park is more eclectic. I had 
some ideas about flavor combinations that I 
thought would be more well-received there,” 
Toth said. Of all the flavor combos at Craft, 
Toth said the most-ordered so far had been 
the neighborhood namesake Wicker Pork 
pizza ($17 for the 14-inch size; $21 for 
18-inch) featuring Canadian bacon, pine- 
apple and curls of red onion. The interplay 
of smoke from the bacon and sweetness 
from the pineapple and onion made it my 
favorite as well. The Devil in the White City 
pie ($20 for the 14-inch size; $24 for 18-inch) 
features capicola, hot cherry peppers, pep- 
eroncini, black pepper, garlic and red onion; 
though I liked the spicy, meaty capicola, the 
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Wicker Pork pizza gh

The sauce: The sauce is made from toma- 
toes grown by an Italian olive oil producer, 
Sogno Toscano, that Toth recently discov- 
ered. “They’re bright; I don’t use a lot of 
seasoning,” he said. Indeed the sauce has 
anice, slightly acidic tomato flavor with a 
mellowing, sweet finish. On the other hand, 
while it complements the pizza well, it’s 
almost forgettable; the best sauces around 
town have a deeply savory punch that 
Craft’s sauce was missing. 


Other stuff: Toth said he plans to serve 
fresh house-baked bagels and coffee in the 
mornings soon. There are also a couple 
salads, garlic-cheese breadsticks and a veg- 
gie- and cheese-laden antipasti plate. 


The bottom line: You can tell that Toth has 
spent a great amount of time honing his 
crust, but he still needs to work on perfect- 
ing his sauce and the balance and quality of 
ingredients if Craft is to become a destina- 
tion pizzeria. That said, if you happen to 
live in the neighborhood, Craft is a good 
place to have around.
